ceſſary Gradations, he took his De- 

grees of Bachelor of Divinity; but 
his Circumſtances would not allow 
aim to take his Doctor's Degrees.

Wool/ton was admitted Fellow of 
S:4ney-College at his due Time of 
Election, and continued ſo till of 
late Years.
